The oldest member of the Methodist | 
Episcopal church in Ballardvale, John 
Howell, of 28 Summer street, celebrated his | 
eightieth birthday at home yesterday, 
December 3, quietly and surrounded by his 
family. He received many cards and tokens 
in honor of the occasion and had the gratifi 
cation of having most of his children, some 
of them travelling thousands of miles for the 
anniversary, around him. 


Mr. Howell first entered the church in 
Ballardvale in 1866, and became a member 
in 1872, almost 60 years ago. He says the | 
only thing that has changed in it is the 
pulpit. Rev. John Day was minister when he 
first attended. Mr. Howell's father was a 
worker in the old file shop in the Vale and his | 
uncle was a file grinder in Bangor, Maine 
The octogenarian came to this section from 
Brockville, Ontario, Canada, and was bound 
for Bangor to learn his uncle’s trade with | 
him, but circumstances and change in resi- | 
dence brought him back to Andover for the | 
rest of his life, except in those instances when | 
he did considerable travelling about the 
country.

Signals at Essex Street Crossing 


, Anxious that railroad whistling be abol- 
ished at the Essex street crossing permanently 
a group of prominent citizens, led by the 
Board of Selectmen, are prepared to attend 
the hearing at the State House next Monday 
afternoon at 2:15, before the Commissioners 
in the Department of Public Utilities. Armed 
with a plan of argument and data to prove 
their points, Andover citizens in this group 
will urge the commissioners to reconsider a 
previous adverse decision and prohibit the 
whistling of locomotives at Essex street, a 
whistling which is required by law unless 
the department says otherwise. Citizens 
have complained for a long time of the 
nuisance of the whistling especially at night, 
when it disturbs sleep in the town 

Among those who will attend the hearing 
and speak are Frank H. Hardy, Andrew 
McTernen, and Dr. Jeremiah J. Daly, all 
members of the Board of Selectmen, Philip 
Thomson, Charles Torrey, and the Rev 
Charles A. Branton of St, Augustine's 
church. There will be many others, and the 
selectmen have urged that “we want every- 
body interested to attend the hearing.” 

The battle to have the whistling abolished 
at the Andover crossing is more than a year 
old, with the commission remaining ada 
mant in their decision not to eliminate the 
warning signals. Even as far back as the 
time when the Chickering street crossing 
was under consideration as a place where the 
whistling should be stopped, the Essex street 
crossing question has been in the commis 
sioners’ eye through the efforts of the Select- 
men, Whistling at Chickering street was 
abolished in December of last year, but the 
whistling prohibition abolishment at the 
Essex street crossing was steadfastly turned 
down throughout the year, Henry C, Atwill, 
chairman of the state commission, stated his 
group's position in the matter in a letter to 
Frank H. Hardy last July 25, 1931 in which he 
said: 

Mr. Frank H. Hardy, Chairman, 
Board of Selectmen, 

Andover, Mass. 

Dear Sir: 

I beg to acknowledge your letter on the 
27th instant in relation to the whistling by 
locomotives at the Essex street crossing, 
near the Andover railroad station, 

Shortly after the hearing held in December, 
1930, the commissioners of this department 
visited Andover and took a view of this 
crossing. 1 was impressed that the crossing 
was a dangerous one, and I think my associ 
ates were of the same feeling. Because of the 
dangerous character of the crossing and the 
rather heavy traffic over it at night, we felt

Hold First Faculty 
Recital at Abbot 


The small number of Andover citizens who 
joined the faculty and students of Abbot

It is safe to 
say that the world would have forgotten 
Jesus if it had not been for Paul. He and his 
followers thought of themselves as completely 
possessed by God and His purpose. That is 
they had put on Christ 

\fter all Christianity is not a way of escape 
The new salvation which we need will never 
be achieved by dodging the present and liv 
ing in the past with Augustine and Luther, 
nor by burying ourselves in the wilderness. 
It will never be ministered by those who get 
up to take communion before breakfast, or 
whose religion consists of a ritualistic service 
faithfully performed, however beautiful these 
things may be. We must the rather address | 
ourselves to the present, come to a compre 
hension of the implications of modern know 
ledge, social customs, economic strife, cul 
tural forces and political movements and 
unite them with such an idea of God as will 
give them a place of permanent value in our 
religious habits and faith.

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About Monday’s Hearing 


Monday afternoon at the State House 
the commissioners of the Department of 
Public Utilities will hold a hearing for 
Andover residents on the elimination of 
train whistling at the Essex street cross- 
ing. The speakers and numbers present 
will have to convince the commissioners 
of the need of stopping the locomotive 
warnings. These men have expressed 
their opinion previously that the whistl- 
ing is necessary to warn motorists ap- 
proaching Essex street crossing, “ where 
vision is poor and the hill is dangerous.” 

Motorists approaching Essex street 
crossing stop because they see the gates 
down, not because the trains whistle a 
warning which most of them cannot 
hear. They can see the crossing far 
enough up or down the hill to the rail- 
road to stop in time, as is evidenced by 
the lack of accidents at this crossing. 
This would seem to prove that the hill is 
not dangerous in the sense the commis- 
sioners believe it. 

Essex street is not an unguarded cross- 
ing, so the automobilist’s decision to 
cross is not determined by train whistl- 
ing, but by the obstacles—the gates and 
the gateman;—he sees in his path. Were 
traffic lights installed at the crossing, as 
they are on the Reading-Stoneham road 
at the crossing there, the motorist would 
be doubly sure to stop at the crossing on 
the red light, just as he does at the 
corner of Main and Chestnut streets, A 
warning he can see will bring a quicker 
reaction than one he can hear, as any 
psychologist can testify. If the commis- 
sion insists upon a substitute for whistl- 
ing, the traffic signals would more than 
do. Otherwise eliminate the whistling 
altogether, for its value as a factor of 
safety is dubious. 


Parking on Main Street 


The Townsman has had some mer- 
chants call to its attention the epidemic 
of all-day parking in the business section 
of Main street, a state of affairs which 
makes it difficult for customers to park 
their cars in front of the stores for a few 
moments while they go inside to make a 
purchase. That such a condition exists 
is, of course, due to the absence of any 
laws which restrict the length of time a 
car may be parked on the main street. It 
seems practical, if the merchants desire 
it, that steps be taken to institute park- 
ing laws limiting the length of time for 
leaving a machine on Main street to one 
hour; such laws driving all-day parkers 
from the business section and forcing 
them to leave their cars on the side 
streets. 

Townsman believes that if the mer- 
chants, from Punchard avenue to the 
square, feel that all-day parking in front 
of their stores prevents prospective 
buyers from patronizing them, or, rath- 
er, prevents them from parking quickly 
and easily when they intend to stop and 
buy, there should be no hesitation in 


enacting statutes for one-hour or re- 
stricted parking. There is plenty of room 
on the streets running off Main for the 
all-day parkers, what with Essex, Cen- 
tral, Park, Chestnut, Barnard, and 
Punchard avenue. 

One merchant on the Main street has 
attempted to mark off a restricted area 
in front of his store so that he can get 
his truck in whenever he has to. How- 
ever, should any motorist desire to park 
within that area, he could, and the mer- 
chant would have no redress, since no 
laws exist restricting parking on Main 
street. If this merchant's case is indica- 
tive of the whole situation, then it is 
time that a zoning statute be passed for 
restricted parking, the police being given 
the power to act in the case of violations. 


Editorial Cinders 


Can something be done about the 
dirty and ugly notice board that marks 
the front of the Town House and which, 
to both the native and the stranger, 
leaves an impression of a sloppy interior? 
People aren’t supposed to judge a book 
by its cover, but they do; and when they 
see the exterior of the Town House, 
with the bulletin board decorated with 
town legal and public notices which flap 
in the wind and remind one of an aban- 
doned board which had been peppered 
with shot, the impression is far from 
pleasant. For a town which prides itself 
in its cleanliness, Andover is not doing 
so well with the carelessly kept bulletin 
board which stands out like a sore 
thumb because it is so out of keeping 
with its surroundings.

(Former Bridgeton Academy, Maine, 
hockey center who in 1924 was the 
highest individual scorer on the team, 
and who is coach of the Stowe Junior 
high school athletic teams.) 

I had no intention of writing this after 
noon. A book beside the fireplace was more 
to my mind. But as football is over for the 
1931 season, we must now prepare for the 
winter months. 

In a few days every household will know 
that skating weather has arrived. Boys and 
girls with skates and hockey sticks will be 
on their way to their favorite skating pond 
Even the baby will find a patch of ice to 
tumble on and if the patch is big enough for 
two it will soon contain the whole neighbor- 
hood. 

“Shinny”’ 

Junior asked for new skates and a hockey 
stick that he might learn to play hockey or 
shinny which has been played wherever and 
whenever a sheet of ice and a group of boys 
have been found. 

Ice hockey holds the greatest charm for 
those who play it. You must play to enjoy it. 

Whence came hockey? There has always 
been more or less controversy in Canada oyer 
certain details of its beginnings. Many of the 
record books in circulation emphasize what 
may be described as the legendary origin of 
hockey. 

Frank G. Menke, in his All-Sports Record 
Book of 1930 has an interesting history of 
this coming sport. He says, ‘the Canadian 
Indians invented a game called baggataway, 
played with clubs not unlike the present day 
hockey sticks. The French improved the 
game by substituting sticks strung with 
gut and lo! there was lacrosse.”’ He goes on to 
say that later, casting about for a winter 
sport, they reverted to the old implements of 
baggataway and ice hockey came in to 
being. 


How the First Puck Came 


Menke also describes the red man’s con 
ceptions of sport in these words 

“Serious injuries were frequent in these 
games; death often resulted when one play- 
er’s skull was not as thick as was the power 
of another player's accidental wallops on the 
base of the brain. But all casualties were 
listed under the general heading of being 
good for the best interests of the sport 
There were no autopsies, no arrests, merely a 
grim resolve on the part of the dead man’s 
teammate to even things up in the next 
combat.” 

But as near as [ can find out, organized 
hockey comes from Montreal, Canada. In 
the '70’s, members of the Montreal Amateur 
Athletic Association lacrosse team adopted 
the game of shinny for their winter workouts 
and played in the Victory Rink. The lacrosse 
ball was unruly on the ice so the ball was cut. 
This was the first hockey puck. However, 
hockey owes much to the Ontario Hockey 
Association which was formed in the year 
1890. Previous to 1890 hockey had been 
going on for two years, Ontario is still the 
largest organization of its kind in the world. 

Seventeen years ago the present system of 
six-man hockey came into fashion, the rover 
being dropped from the line-up in order to 
speed up the game. 1911-12 saw regular 
organized professional teams. Then in 1924 
Charles F. Adams a, Boston businessman, 
organized his Boston Bruins, Seven years ago 
two thousand or more hockey fans went to 
the Boston Arena to witness their first pro- 
fessional hockey game. I was one of those 
fortunates 


But oh! how this sport has grown! The 
Boston Garden is sold out practically for 
every Bruin game today 

Organized ice hockey at Harvard Uni- 
versity will be 35 years old this coming sea 
son. Ice hockey was first played at the Uni- 
versity in 1897 with the Harvard Ice Hockey 
Association being formed in 1898. In those 
days hockey practice was held and games 
played wherever ice could be found. Coats 
and stones were used for goals just as young- 
sters do today. 

In 1910 Boston saw its first indoor ice 
skating rink which was called the Arena. 
Harvard teams practiced every day and in 
1913 the Athletic Committee voted hockey 
be made a major sport. In 1918 the Arena 
burned down and a New Boston Arena was 
built in 1921 in which all college teams prac- 
ticed and played until about four years ago 
when the Boston Garden was erected. 

The Arena now is given over to High school 
and amateur games and general public 
skating. 

Playground Skating 

All of greater Boston’s playgrounds have 
their hockey leagues. In Melrose they can 
play hockey even when there is no skating on 
Ell Pond. An artificial rink adjacent to the 
pond is small enough to be readily flooded 
and cleared and some evenings double- 
headers are staged which goes to show why 
the Melrose High Schoo! Hockey players de- 
feat preparatory schools and college fresh- 
men teams, They are the leaders, by far, in 
High school hockey circles 

{1 do not know how our grandfathers 
skated but the people of today skate very 
well. Here in Andover on our ponds we 
occasionally find fancy skaters and they 
always draw spectators. It is wonderful to 
watch parents out with their children skating. 
In. by-gone days clamp and key skates were 
popular but everyone today has shoe skates 
and doesn’t have to be bothered with a skate 
falling off. 

Successful Andover Attempt 

In Andover last winter the park depart 
ment tried flooding the playstead. This 
proved successful and hundreds of persons 
enjoyed skating. Yes old and young 

This is a year of depression, a year when 
Andover people, as well as those in other 
places must watch expenses. Yet it is a fact 
that in depression, people give up their 
sports and amusements last. I would suggest 
that this year, besides having a hockey rink, 
the Board of Public Works flood a large sur 
face for general skating for the fathers, 
mothers and youngsters to enjoy, and have 
it lighted at night. I think it important to 
have a warm shelter for the skaters. When 
small children go out on the ice on cold days 
it means discomfort and sometimes pain, for 
them. They get discouraged quickly after 
falling a few times and getting very cold. 

Need Warm Place 

But, as I say, if there is a heated place 
where they can go in and get warm they soon 
want to run back again on to the ice. Before 
the end of the first day they can go home, 
having had the joy of success in skating. I 
think this important to their future pleasure 
and success in skating. 

New Rules 

Intercollegiate Hockey is growing. Al 
ready professional hockey has claimed such 
stars as George Owen, Harvard’s nine-letter 
athlete of a few years ago, who is captain of 
the Boston Bruins; Myles Lane, a Melrose 
High and Dartmouth product; Eddie Jere 
miah, of Somerville High, Hebron Academy 
and Dartmouth. 

This year eastern colleges have opened up 
the third zone to the attacking team as is 
done by the professionals, This will add much 
more speed to the college and school games 

The American boy, to master the game 
must spend all his recreational time on the ice

Labels on Canned Beans 


Canned beans are put up in many different 
ways. A label saying “baked beans” or 
“baked pork and beans” means that the 
food was cooked, before canning, in an oven 
with dry heat. ‘Canned beans” and 
“canned pork and beans” are blanched, 
sealed in cans, and processed with steam. 
The terms “Boston” and ‘New England” 
on cans mean baked beans flavored with 
molasses. Canned beans, pork and beans, 
and baked beans other than Boston or New 
England style are usually packed with plain 
sauce or tomato sauce, Plain sauce is made 
with salt, sugar or molasses or both, spices, 
caramel, and water, and sometimes with a 
little vinegar or onion juice. Tomato sauce 
is usually made from tomato pulp and some 
water, and is sometimes spiced and sweetened. 


Cooked rice has a good many uses besides 
being served for dinner in place of potato or 
as a breakfast cereal. Put it in soups; com- 
bine it with baked and stewed dishes; use it 
in wafiles, spoon bread, muffins, cookies, and 
even in sponge cake; use it in salads, make it 
into desserts, such as farmers’ pudding or 
custard rice pudding, or rice with stewed 
fruits or preserves,

Logs For Cabins 

Winter is the best time for felling trees to 
be used in the construction of log cabins and 
farm buildings of logs and poles, says the 
| U.S. Forest Service. If you want to keep on 
part of the bark, it will stick better if you 
score the log with an axe on two sides for the 
| full length. It may also be necessary to tack 
the bark to keep it in place. The foresters 
recommend seasoning the logs in the shade 
as much as possible and piling them ‘to 
|permit circulation of air. By cutting in 
winter when the sap is not running, the logs 
will be less subject to fungous attack, For 
more permanent structures, the foresters 
recommend peeling the logs. Creosoting is 
| sometimes used to prevent rotting. Protective 
coatings of paint or preservatives are excel- 
lent to protect cuts made by notching at the 
corners.

JOHNSON 

A fine tribute to the late George Ellsworth 
Johnson, associate professor of education at | 
Harvard and one-time (1895-1900) superin- 
tendent of schools in Andover is printed in a } 
current issue of the Harvard University | 
Gazette. Old Andover residents will be | 
interested in reading the tribute written by 
three of his colleagues: 

George Ellsworth Johnson, teacher and 
author, beloved co-worker and companion, 
died August 26, 1931. Fifty years earlier he | 
had begun his career as teacher in Peshtigo, 
Wisconsin, far from his native Vermont. 
Later, after graduating from Dartmouth 
college, he served as principal of two rural | 
academies. After two years of study at Clark | 
University under G. Stanley Hall, where he 
received the degree of Master of Arts, he} 
accepted in 1895 an appointment as superin- | 
tendent of schools of Andover, Massachu- | 
setts.
